The Trustees of Trust Funds are not satisfied with 
their investment procedures or with the results they have 
secured in the investment of the Walpole Trust Funds. 


It is difficult to cope with problems of investing 
under the inflationary and fast changing conditions that 
are prevailing in the security markets and to preserve 
the purchasing value of the income and capital of the 
Funds. 


Inflation has reduced the value of the dollar by one- 
half in the past ten years and some degree Of inflation is 
expected to continue in the future. 


DriwelO7.0 7. tneemarket. value Of a4 .0ur Funds was 
$489,407.00 and they earned $21,880.00 or 4.48 percent. 
At the close of our 1980 year the market value was 
$674,035.00 and the earnings $37,960.00 or 5.67 percent. 
Wit meaevOSs an purchasing power O01 the dollarior 50 percent 
during this period, the value of our Funds decreased about 
Deeperoenc sity puULChASsINg-value. 


Previous to the inilationary spiral of the: Last 
fifteen years, the Trustees could invest their funds 
chiefly in high grade bonds and savings bank accounts with 
confidence of a reasonable return and the preservation of 
the capital. Investing to preserve capital purchasing 
power under today's conditions requires professional 
services. 


The statutes of the State of New Hampshire governing 
Trustees of Public Funds give trustees authority to hire 
professional management and bookkeeping services for the 
administration of their funds. They may place such funds 
in a common trust fund of the trust department of a bank. 
The fees for such services cannot be deducted from the 
earnings of the funds. The statutes require that fees for 
these services be paid with funds voted by the Town. 


The Trustees wish to place the Trust Funds of the 
Town of Walpole in the Trust Department of the Keene 
branch of the Indian Head National Bank. Such a plan 
will give professional service on the investment of our 
funds. <All funds will ’be*placed in a common trust fund. 
All bookkeeping and records will be kept by the Bank and 
each trust fund paid its proportionate share of the 
income. 


The fee for such trust services is based both on 


ao 


capital and income and will be approximately one-half of 
one percent of the capital of our funds. The sum of 
$3,500.00 is therefore requested in the Town Budget to 
pay for professional management of the Trust Funds. 


This may appear to be a large amount to pay, but the 
fee should be returned to the Town several times in 
increased earnings and in preservation of the purchasing 
power of the Trust Funds’ capital.

Although there has been a rise in the circulation of 
adult fiction, magazines, records and cassettes and 
pamphlets, the Trustees will be monitoring the small 
decrease in circulation of adult nonfiction and in 
children’s books.

After consider- 
able discussion, decisions are reached on the merit of the 
facts presented. 


The Alarm is sounding more as each year passes. We 
can imagine what goes on in the mind of a dedicated fire- 
man as he responds to fight a fire or rescue. It takes 
dedication and fortitude. We commissioners take our hats 
off to them. We are thankful for them and appreciate the 
fine Fire Department they have built over the years for 
our town. 


The Commissioners have spent a great deal of time 
attempting to narrow down from three possible sites to 
one in the hopes of presenting a recommended site for 
future development of the Walpole Fire Department at our 
annual meeting in March 1982. The parcel of land that we 
hoped to recommend was 3.6 acres of land on the West side 
of Turnpike Street, South of the Walpole School. It was 
determined that this piece of land would need excavating 
but would give us a good location that is so important for 
Walpole to continue to receive the excellent rating that 
the Fire Insurance Underwriters now give us. However, 
after a 50° test hole was made to determine the soil 
types in December of 1981, it proved to be too expensive 
to develop. 


We are continuing our search but will take the time 
that is needed to find the right location. We welcome 
your ideas and suggestions. 


As reported last year, March 19, 1981, the 
commissioners were interested in cutting the cost of heat 
for the station. We were granted $13,000.00 under Article 
7 in the 1981 warrant. We then contacted three companies 
thatecould -handlesthis job..<laA.». Jubb was chosen. ;.Not 
only was their figure within the budget, but they were 
giving us a much higher R rating. 


The attic was capped to a maximum under the kneewall 
floor, filling the slope ceilings R-45. They installed 
two large louvers in the attic cap, put 2" R-18 sheeting 
on all side walls, except where bricked, and covered the 
outside walls with White Vinyl siding down one foot below 
grade. All remaining wood area was faced with White 
Aluminum fasical trim. With this completed, it was 
figured there would be a 38-45% savings in gallons used to 
heat. It has not been a full year since the job was done 
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but it does look as though the % figure is realistic. 


For the past two years we have referred to the 
Numbering Project in our report. We have indicated that 
much time has been donated by firemen and other interested 
parties. While we cannot as yet report completion, we are 
much closer to it. The delays have been caused by some 
portions of the project taking more time than anyone could 
predict. At present the locations have been numbered and 
entered on the map and ownership information is compiled 
in book form. We are now looking into the practicality 
of involving a computer in this process to simplify 
corrections and updating. Your Commissioners will keep 
working on this project to make it a functional reality 
as soon as “possible. 


March 18, 1982, at 8:00 PM will be the Walpole Fire 
District Annual Meeting at the Walpole Town Hall. We 
hope as many that can will attend this meeting. Please 
bring this Annual Report with you.

It is hard to believe another year has passed, so 
much has happened in so little time. 


The Bingo committee decided to give up bingo after 
17 years of continuous running. The State of N.H. imposed 
new laws and fees that we believe unreasonable. After 
working 17 years for the Fire Dept., we could not be sold 
on working for the Sweepstakes Comm. This means of course 
that the District will have to raise more money for 
equipment. This also means that many organizations that 
we have contributed generously to, such as the Heart Fund, 
Red Cross, YMCA Cheshire, YMCA Fall Mt., B.S.A., Dollars 
for Scholars, ‘etc. , ‘will have +to -géSwithout. ove would ree 
to thank all of the people that worked, played, and 
supported bingo the many years we ran it. 


Engine 2 developed a bad leak in its water tank that 


had to be taken care of. A new tank made of aluminum was 
made at Melanson's in Keene. 
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While the tank was being made, we had some body work 
done and had it completely repainted lime yellow, a new 
pump panel installed. All of this work with the exception 
of the tank was paid for by bingo funds. This truck is 
now in very good shape. 


All of our equipment seems to be in very good 
condition at this time. We are now in the process of 
installing back-up alarms on all vehicles. 


The insulation job and siding jobs done on the 
building should be a big money saver. We have noticed 
a big difference already. 


Continued efforts to acquire a piece of land fora 
new Fire Station should be a big goal for 1982, it is 
really needed. This past year I have kept a tally of 
illegal parked cars in front of the Fire Station, there 
were 232 that-d-counted. This may sound’fo0lish;’ but 
someday someone will be hurt because of this stupidity. 
We get no cooperation from the Selectmen or the Police 
Dept. on this matter. This has been a problem for many 
years and it gets worse every year. We do not have ample 
parking for the firemen's cars when they come to a fire 
or meeting at times because of the all-day and ali-night 
parking of others. I wish we could get some input from 
Our taxpayers on this subject. 


self-contained breathing apparatus will be a big 
priority this year. I recommend buying 2 new units and 
having our old ones reconditioned to be brought up to new 
standards. New turn out gear should be bought to replace 
some old ones. 


We closed out 1981 with more calls than ever. We 
had 91 calls, 22 chimney fires, 17 rescue & accidents, 
6 smoke-sprinkler alarms, 3 building fires, 2 auto fires 
and 5 miscellaneous; 36 Mutual Aid calls. 


We have several men taking the certified course at 
this time, this is a 106 hour of extensive training. 
When completed, they will be New Hampshire certified Fire 
Fighters, a very proud accomplishment in my book. 


At this time I would like to thank the Commissioners, 
all of the Firemen for their cooperation this past year.

The primary focus of the Hooper Institute during 1981 was 
its educational programs. These reached the children and 
adults of Walpole and North Walpole through the schools 
and community programs. 


In the schools, the Hooper Institute worked with teachers 
and students in project areas such as wildlife management, 
endangered species, oceanography, astronomy, animal tracks, 
whales, bats, snakes and wild turkeys. Plants received 
special attention with slide shows on spring wildflowers, 
aquatic vegetation, tree and leaf identification, conifers 
and wild edible plants. We also planted bulbs and shrubs 
to help beautify the schools. We began seeds in spring 
with some indoor gardening. Besides a slide show on spring 
birds, the community has enjoyed slide shows on Alaskan 
flora, fauna and people. 


Students learned about use of topographic map and compass 
in an extensive unit this Fall. Last winter and spring, 
we concentrated on the topic of Energy for many weeks. 
We covered such broad topics as conservation, energy as it 
moLeatesmLoO mood ,wtranspoGciativon, clothing and recycling. 
We built simple models to demonstrate the principles of 
solar, wind and water energy. One whole grade visited the 
two Vernon, Vermont, power plants. <A booklet of teaching 
ideas related to Energy was compiled by the Director and 
made available to teachers. 


The Hooper Institute and the Fall Mountain Teacher Corps 
sponsored a series of science workshops for elementary 
teachers on the topics of plants and animals in the class- 
room, energy, animal tracks, trees and leaves and insects. 


We did venture outside the classrooms for seasonal nature 
walks, hawkwatches, pondlife explorations, and to set up 
birdfeeding stations at the schools. Turkey Club continued 
to meet after school throughout the year. 


A nearly snowless winter cancelled all ski and snowshoe 


AS, 


expeditions but we did climb Mt. Monadnock during spring 
school vacation. We also held campouts at the Fletcher 
Shelter throughout the year. In autumn we paddled a 
stretch of the Connecticut River to enjoy fall foliage. 


The Hooper Institute sponsored a summer recreation 
program. Junior Naturalists met one morning per week and 
used the Hooper grounds for fun and learning. Older 
children and families participated in many special trips. 
We took two "bike-hikes" around Walpole, visited the New 
Hampshire seacoast, went hiking in the White Mountains, 
and explored the cave of Mt. Monadnock. 


The Community Gardens blossomed with activity thanks to 
the generous help of Henry and Bill Fletcher who got things 
going. Our fruit trees also seemed to flourish this year. 
The Christmas tree plantation is really shaping up thanks 
to the guidance of Dick Bowlens. We look forward to 
harvesting some this coming holiday season. Thanks to 
all who helped make Hooper Institute have a very success- 
LWT ooe:

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE PLANNING BOARD 


As in the past, the subdivision of land in Walpole 
has occupied a majority of the Planning Board's meetings 
Over the past year. During 1981, the Board approved 10 
Subdivisions, creating a total.of 29. lots. Several. 
applications for special exceptions to the Walpole Zoning 
Ordinance were also considered by the Planning Board in 
its advisory capacity to the Zoning Board of Adjustment. 


Voters will note that two amendments to the Walpole 
Zoning Ordinance have been proposed by the Planning Board 
and will appear on the ballot on March 9. MThe first 
amendment, if passed, would allow residential cluster 
development in most areas of Town by special exception. 
Under this amendment, each proposed cluster development 
would be considered individually by the Board of Adjust- 
ment after a public hearing and a recommendation from the 
Planning Board. The amendment sets out the conditions 
which all such developments must meet, including such 
items as lot size, types of buildings and the number of 
dwellings allowed in each development. 


The second amendment would permit uses of land which 
currently do not conform to the Zoning Ordinance to be 
enlarged, expanded or changed to other non-conforming uses 
if the Board of Adjustment determines, after public hearing, 
that such expansion or change will not increase the hazard 
or nuisance value of the non-conformity. 


Voting on these amendments will be by ballot only 
and no discussion will take place on the floor at Town 
Meeting. Copies of both proposed amendments are on file, 
BOCEDUDEIC InsSpect1On,.at the office of the Town Clerk 
and will be available at the polls. 


The Planning Board is also requesting Site Plan 
Review authority from Walpole voters this year. Under 
this authority the Board would review and approve or 
disapprove all plans for new non-residential and multi- 
family residential development within the Town to assure 
that they are safe, do not adversely affect adjoining 
property and are in keeping with the character of the 
area in which they are located. The regulations and 
procedures for Site Plan Review would be adopted by the 
Planning Board after a public hearing. The Board strongly 
PreeeseyOUure suppor, 1.0r this article, jwnich will be discussed 
and acted upon on the floor at Town Meeting. 


Regular meetings of the Planning Board are held on 
the second Tuesday of each month at 8:00 PM in the 
Town Hall. The public is encouraged to attend these 
meetings. A representative of the Board is also available 
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to explain the duties and work of the Board to interested 
groups. 


In closing, the Board wishes to express its 
appreciation to Mrs. Walter Campbell for the clerical 
assistance which makes the handling of Planning Board 
business and record-keeping much easier.
